RAILROAD IMPROVEMENT. 


Autematic Freight Train Brakes 
on the Central Pacific. 


The Cetitral Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany will shortly begin putting 
Westinghouse automatic brakes on 
all of its freight cars; says the Sac- 
famento Bee, The Westinghouse 
air brake nowW on passenger trains 
is used by the engineer applying 
the steam through rubber pipes. 
The automatic brake requires op- 
posite action. Itis kept offof the 
wheels by the constant pumping of 


theengife. Under each car is a 
reserVoir Which forces the brake un- 
less relieved by the pumping of the 
engine, on which is placed a cylin- 
der. The attachmetuts are similar 
in general appearance to those of 
the air brake. Some Eastern roads 
use both the air and automatic 
brakes, the latter for grades. If a 
train breaks in two and breaks the 
pipes, the automatic brake on each 
car is thereby relieved and at ance 
applied, regardiess of the engine, 
and the wheels cannot revolve. 
This, of course, will save many a 
freight train from being wrecked. 
All of the cars in use on the Central 
and Southern routes and branches 
will be supplied with the automatic 
brakes gre ually as the cars can be 
spared from service. About 7,000 
freight cars are to be thus provided, 
though it may be a year or two be- 
fore the work iscompleted, It will 
be necessary to put a cylinder on 
each engine intended to haul freight 
trains. Therefore nearly 100 en- 
gines will be supplied. ‘The rail- 
road people do not state what the 
cost will be, but a competent au- 
thority has estimated the probable 
cost of attachments to freight cars 
to be $250,000, regardiess of the ex- 
pense of preparing the engines. 
Apparatus for about sixty cars bas 
arrived and the contractor is en 
route from the East. These im- 
provements are to be made in the 
railroad shops at Sacramento, but 
will not call for an increased forve 
of men, at least at present.
